Mr. Cooper also made the state- 
ment that on Thursday morning, after 
his inspector had come to gee him, and 
told him that things did not look well 
for the bridge, he had sent a telegram 
to’ the man in charge of the work to 
get off and stay off until it could be 
remedied. Mr. Cooper haz not been 
notified whether or not the warning 
Was too late. 

“Of course, we believed that the 
bridge, as planned, was absolutely 
safe,” Mr. Cooper sald, “though in 
dealing with even an old type of work 
on a hitherto unparalleled scale, new 
and unexpected problems now and then 
arise. One cannot prophesy with in- 
fallibility about something that is ab- 
solutely new. I cannot tell what is 
coming out of this; maybe we shall 
learn about things we have never 
known before.”

From the facts deducted by the 
learned professors, and the various cir- 
cumstances surrounding the tomb, it 
was decided that the third century had 
been her martyrdom, and that she was 
about fourteen years old, the daughter 
of wealthy parents, the latter fact at- 
tested to by the solidity and more elab- 
orate design of her tomb. 

Immediately the various bishops and 
heads of religious orders made stren- 
nous efforts to obtain the relics of the 
saint, which had been enclosed in a 
Wwaxen figure, representing the child 
saint. But to Bishop Thaddeus Amat 
of the diocese of Monterey and Los An- 
geles, then a newly-consecrated bishop, 
Was awarded the prige. St. Vibiana 
was med principal patroness of

Two years after the finding of what 
remained of the body, the relics were 
Placed in a vessel on its long journey 
te California. Across the Atlantic and 


perpetually observed in her 


Cape Horn stormy weather was 


encountered almost continually, and 
fears were expressed for the safe ar- 
rival of the girl saint. Finally the ves- 
Sel reached the Pacific and the voyage 
was thereafter uneventful, calm suc- 
ceeding the storm. It was as thoug 
the saint had at last come into her 
own after a stormy struggle. 

The body was transferred to a coast- 
tng schooner at San Francisco in No- 
vember, 1865, and no sooner had the 
echooner sailed out from the Golden 
Gate than a gale struck the little ves- 
sel and it was again feared the saint 
would not reach Los Angeles.

With a solemn procession at 6 o'clock 
that evening, the waxen figure of the 
saint was carried from the Plaza 
church, then the pro-cathedral, to 
the new thedral, while thousands 
joined in the procession, reciting the 
litany. Archbishop Alemy and Mon- 
signor Joaquim Adam, who died but a 
few days ago, in London, while on his 
way to again visit Los Angeles, both 
delivered sermons in Spanish. 

The figure, inclosed in a gilt and 
plate-glass sarcophagus, was deposited 
in the tower of the cathedral, above 
the main white altar, where it has 
since ned. 

In the days of the pro-cathedral, 
fashion and wealth surrounded the 
saint’s shrine, but these have faded 
away with the passing of the years, 
and today the Plaza church stands a 
relic of the past, surrounded by the 
poverty of the present. 

In the new Cathedral of St. Vibiana 
all that could be secured was used for 
its adornment, but this, too, is soon to 
be a thing of the past, and once again 
will the figure of the saint be solemn- 
ly enshrined in a new cathedral, erect- 
ed in her honor, which will include all 
the beauty of the world’s history in 
architecture, and which will probably 
be her resting place for many years to

THE MOTHER LODE. 


Two Strikes of Rich Gold Ore Made 
Recently in California 
Mines. 

Strikes of high-grade gold ore have 
been made recently in mines on the 
famous “Mother Lode” of California. 
The Sierra Times reports the cutting 
of a ten-foo* vein of thousand-dollar 
ore on the 300 level of the Omega mine 
near Jamestown. C. W. Ayers has 
been working the claim for thirteen 
years, and he first struck the rich vein 
eight months ago at a depth of 100 
feet, where it was only a foot thick. 
The cross-cut at 300 feet is ten feet In 
ore and is not through the vein. 

According to the Tuolumne New Era, 
a body of high-grade ore has been 
found on the 250 level of the Spring 
Gulch mine. which is owned and oper- 
ated by the Johnson-Harlow Company 
of Los Angeles. The Spring Gulch 
shaft is down 575 feet, and its mill is 
crushing ten tons of ore a day.

CITY LIFE NOT TO LIKING OF RUS- 
SIAN COLONISTS,

| Their Representatives Now in the 
Southern Republic for the Purpose 
of Selecting Future Home for the 
Entire Sect, Thousands of Whom 
Will Come from Europe. 


Within a short time, the exodus of 
Russian-Molokane from this city to 
Mexico will begin, according to Glen 
W. Hack, a resident of this city and a 
heavy investor in Mexican land. Hack 
arrived in the city yesterday and re- 
turns to Mexico tomorrow. He was in 
personal charge of the three Russian 
delegates of the Molokane, who were 
on a tour of inspection of the most de- 
sirable locations for their future col- 
ony. 
“I was obliged to leave the Russians 
before any decision was made as to lo- 
cation,” said’ Hack yesterday, “but I 
left them in charge of H. C. Archer, an 
experienced man in such matters. Since 
I left Guadalajara I have received sev- 
eral telegrams from Archer to the ef- 
fect negotiations were progressing fa- 
vorably. The delegates had full power 
to close any deal without reporting to 
the local Molokanes and it is probable 
that they will make a decision soon.” 

There are about 2000 Molokane at 
present living in this city. They have 
wearied of city life with its limitations 
and many temptations for the young 
people of the colony. For months the 
dream of the Russians has been a tract 
of land in the sister republic, where 
they could worship according to their 
peculiar tenets and live a semi-com- 
munity life. Philip H. Shubin, Abraham 
| G. Desiatoff and Elfin A. Urin, three 

patriarchial elders, went to view the 
promised land. Tracts on the east and 
west coast were surveyed, but accord- 
ing to Hack, no immediate decision 
was made. 

Fifteen 1 — Molokane are still 
in Russia, anxlously aWaiting the de- 
cision. When once the tract is settled 
upon, there will be a flood of colonists 
from the land of the frozen steppes, to 
the semi-tropical climate of sunny 
Mexico. 

“On my way back to this State,” 
said Hack, “I met J. H. Clagg, super- 
intendent of the Mexican Central. He 
was kind enough to invite me to ac- 
company him in his private car over 
the tine. He showed the vast im- 
bprovements which have been made. 
The Mexican Central compares favor- 
ably with any railroad in this coun- 
try. With the exception of a few 
miles, the rails are heavy, seventy-five- 
pound steel; the roadbed is rock-bal- 
lasted and the cars run with great 
smoothness. Superintendent Clagg is 
an American who worked his way up 
to his present position from a brake- 
man running on fhe Southern Pacific. 

“For a man with moderate capital, 
Mexico presents more advantages than 
are to be found in this country. I am 
2 loyal American and love Los An- 
geles, but I believe the opportunities 
of a lifetime are to be found in our 
sister republic.“ 

Hack says the people received him 
with great cordiality all through Mex- 
co. In 
hat the proprietor of a stationery 
store where he went to purchase a 
cory of The Times was a Los Angeles 
boy whom he formerly knew. Hack 
came to this city to see about the 
purchase of fixtures for a bank in 
which he is interested. It is to be 
established at Tampico on the eastern 
coast, one of the few American banks 
in the section. Hack was formerly a 
member of the well-known firm of the 
Simpson-Hack Fruit Company, but now 
his interests are mainly centered in 
Mexico and especially in and about 
Tampico.

TOP SLAVE TRADE. ~ 


The Commissioners ot Immigra- 
tion can do no act of: greater benefit’ 
than to stop the importation of women 
into this country for immoral purposes. 
This is usually called the “white slave 
trade.” It is not confined to white, but 
includes women of all colors. It will 
be easier to stop this traffic in women 
of European birth than in Asiatics. 
Europeans recognize the degradation 
of this business; it is against the laws 
of European nations, and governments 
there will aid us in putting an end to 
the infamous traffic. 

But there is no law and no moral 
sense in Asia to which appeal for help 
can be made. The status of women in 
India, China and Japan is inhuman. 
The sexual immorality of these people 
is horrifying. Beasts of burden are 
searcely more fully regarded as sub- 
jects of legitimate traffic in all these 
countries than are women. Japan is 
one of the chief sinners in this respect 
and here we will have greatest dim- 
culty. The sexual relations among the 
Japanese are lax to a degree bordering 
on the conditions prevailing among the 
beasts. They can bring the women in 
here under their system of marriage 
almost without restraint. 


administered in respect of marriage. 
Fifty per cent. of the births in Paris 
are outside wedlock. All through con- 
tinental Europe femmes entretiens are 
common. In the cities hundreds of 
women are set up in business by their 
“friends” and there they bring up more 
decently than one would suppose fam- 
‘ilies of several children. This practice 
loosens the moral sénse of the whole 
community and young girls are easily 
induced to go to America, where their 
fate becomes pitiable. 

It is not desirable that we should 
become reconciled to this view of wom- 
en. In America woman stands on a 
pedestal far above the status of her 
sisters in any other land. It is best 
that she should remain there. The 
slave trade cannot be carried on with 
woman enjoying the same respect she 
does under old-fashioned American 
ideals. With the degradation of wom- 
en will come a lowering of our na- 
tional life as a Whole. 


KIN-DEEP CIVILIZATION. 

In Europe they say that if you 
scratch a Russian you find a Tartar. 
That is about all you get when you 
scratch any civilized human. The sav- 
age persists under the cuticle of the 
best of us. The Calvinistic churches 
hold tenaciously to the doctrine of orig- 
inal sin, which is declared to still un- 
ger even in the regenerate. Modern 
theology may make light of this, and 
those who glory in their humanity may 
protest against the line‘in “‘Greenland’s 
icy mountains,” which teaches that : 
“man is vile.” 

When one reads the story told by 
Harry Orchard, he wonders how far 
a man raised amid all the softening, 
uplifting influences of the highest civ- 
llization of the day, where schools 
abound and churches proclaim con- 
stantly the beauties of the beatitudes, 
has succeeded in sloughing off the 
rudeness of the earliest Vikings who 
descended from the peninsulas of 
Scandinavia on the fields of Southern 
Europe. The barbarities of the red 
Indians of the American wilds, when 
most exasperated by the injustice prac- 
ticed on them hy the whites, are made 
to look commonplace by the side of 
Orchard’s life. The resentment of the 
Blackfeet Indians had a more natural 
and logical basis than the Western 
Federation of Miners had for the work 
they did in Idaho and Colorado. 7 

The Russians may be regarded as only 
half-civilized. Orchard may be looked 
upon as raised amid surroundings 
where refining influences were greatly 
lacking; and his “companions in arms,” 
Haywood, Moyer and Pettibone, may 
be considered as among the rough ele- 
ments of modern society. Very well, 
make all the allowances you please. 

We will “go among the upper 
classes” and see how far we get away 
from the savage when we make a 
slight abrasion of the skin. We will 
pay a visit to the men he have had 
all the advantages of an education at 
Yale or Harvard, at Columbia or 
Princeton. We will wander among the 
“polished corners of the temple” and 
the well-hewn “pillars of the church.” 
Here we will find what a course in 
belles lettres will do to replace brutal 
passions in the human heart. Shall we 
find here that “blessed” of the meek- 
ness to which the earth is promised as 
an inheritance? Get away from the 
camp of the rude miner, the squalid 
hut of the frontiersman, the callous 
sentiments of the man whose life is 
passed in contact with hard labor and 
trying difficulties. Go among the big 
men who know the advantages of di- 
plomacy, that “business is business,” 
and that “calling names is no argu- 
ment.“ and that business. controversies 
cannot be settled with brass knuckles, 
bare fists, nor four-ounce gloves. Here 
among men of education, refinement, 
religion and affairs, shall we find what 
civilization in its highest forms has 
done for humanity? Shall we see the 
heart regenerate from the taint of old 
Adam?” 

Well, there will be found a general 
absence of crudeness, rudeness, or raw- 
ness. Civilization will be shown to 
have done very much in the regenera- 
tion of man. Liberal education will be 
justified by the fruits it bears, and re- 
ligion will be shown in the general 
spirit of tolerance and kindness with 
which men meet men in daily life. 

But here, again, when all allowances

But 
when you scratch that lily-like cuticle, 
disturb that studied calm, ruffle that 
diplomatically-controlled temper, lo, 
you have revealed a rude-rough sav- 
age, vindictive as an Apache, full of 
unregenerate spleen. He rivals a fish- 
woman in the Billingsgate which 
pours in a foul torrent from his aris- 
tecratic lips, and he swears like any 
daredevil trooper that ever rode in 
the army in Flanders. His business 
associates become “skunks,” ‘‘shrimps,” 
“traitors,”” “tools” and lars.“ He 
throws the whole ponderous weight of 
his big, well-fed frame on a man of 
half his size. and is only prevented 
from “executing” on his rival by time- 
ly interference. 

All this is no argument nst edu- 
cation, against culture, or inst re- 
ligion. It simply recalis to mind anew 
the fact that the savage persists in the 
best of us, that human nature is not 
yet regenerate, but is full of the virus 
of the “old Adam.” The man who, 
n dealing with men, forgets “human 
nature,” is trying to solve a problem 
in which all the quantities are un- 
known. “Human nature” is the only 
key by which the mysterious complica- 
tions of conduct can be opened. The 
main point to hold in view is that all 
men are in a way the same. “There 
is so much good in the worst of us, 
and so much bad in the best of us, 
that it does not become any of us to 
speak ill of the rest of us.”

ARING FOR YOSEMITE. 


Conservationof the water flowing in 
the streams of Yosemite to the end that 
the falls may be maintained through- 
out the summer season, is a laudable 
project, and Secretary Garfield has 
done well in giving it his support, but 
it is not a new suggestion and was not 
conceived by Secretary Garfield. 


In 1891, Congressman Caminetti and 
State Forester Allen Kelly urged that 
the work be done, and Mr. Caminetti 
endeavored to secure from Congress 
an appropriation for surveying reser- 
voir sites but was unable to do 80. 

In his report to the State Board of 
Forestry for the years 1891-2, State 
Forester Kelly said: 

At Mr. Caminetti’s request. I assisted him 
in making a preliminary examination of the 
streams flowing imo Yosemite Valicy, with a 
view to determining the possible practicability 
ot a storage system that would preserve such 
a flow of water throughout the year as would 
insure an adequate supply for the falls. 

Yoremite Fall probably could be maintained 
either by Gamming the creek or by turning a 
portion of the waters of Tuolumne ‘River into 
ite bed through a flume about twenty miles 
long. A dam 100 yards in length across the 
mouth of Little Yoremite Valley would store 
water fer Nevada and Vernal Falls, which 
winde to insignificant dribbies in October, 
and a supply for the Bridal Vell could be se- 
cured by making a reservoir of the meadows 
along the creek. A dam 1400 feet long at Lake 
Tenaya would not only keep Mirror Lake full, 


but would store a vast amount of water for | 


the Merced that would be precious as gold to 
the Irrigation districts of gde plains. 

In conclusion, the State Forester re- 
ferred to Caminetti's unsuccessful et- 
forts to secure“ an appropriation for a 
survey and his hope that provision for 
the work would be made by Congress 
at the next session. A committee of 


Congressmen was appointed to investl- 


gate and report on, vartous matters re- 
lating to the Yosemite National Park, 


but so long as the valley itself re- 
mained under State control it was im- 
possible to secure the cooperation of 
Congress in the proposed work of pres- 
ervation a protection. 

Recession of the Yosemite Valley to 
the Pederal government, making it a 
part of the National Park, has been 
justified by the interest which the In- 
terior Department manifests in plans 
for the better care of the valley and 
in making it more accessible to the 
public. 

1 ANTI-MONOPOLY PLAN. 
The farmers of the Great North- 

west have hit upon an effective meth- 

od of combating corporations which 


enter into a combination to*overcharge. |. 


The elevator service in this great 
wheat-growing region is in the hands 
of a few people, who, the farmers 
think, fix excessive prices for ware- 
housing grain. They have entered into 
a combination for themselves to erect 
elevators and do this business on their 
own account. It is similar to the or- 
ganization in Southern California which 
handles about half of the orange crop. 
It is a mutual affair. The farmers of 
that region are rich enough to ren- 
der this service to themselves, and if 
they feel aggrievéd at the elevator 
people they have taken a practical way 
of overcoming the difficulty. 

There are other interests now clam- 
oring against the unfair action of cor- 
porations which muy learn a lesson 
from these Northwestern farmers. Cor- 
porations are only aggregations of per- 
sons and wealth to render certain 
services to the public. The stocks of 
corporations are largely distributed 
among an immense number of peo- 
ple. There are unhappy souls in the 
world today wearing out in complaints 
of the disadvantages they labor under 
because they have to pay others for 
rendering certain services. It would 
be much better for these people to go 
to work as the farmers of the North- 
west have. and organize utilities of 
their own. They may begin in a small 
way, and if they Rave the capacity 
to manage their affairs. and manace 
them honestly, their enterprise will 
grow. This is the way all the cor- 
porate interests of the country have 
been built up. Very few of them are 
mushrooms. A greater number of tn 
go back to very small: beginnings. It 
has required judicious and able man- 
agement to build them up. While one 
has succeeded, at least three kindred 
ones have gone gown in ruin under, 
unwise or extravagant management. 
The same fate may meet these codp- 
erative operations. They will test the 
ability, the honesty. the keenness and 
the economy of their managers. If 
those in whose hands the enterprise 
is put are competent and honest, it 
will succeed. If the codperatives per- 
mit their business to fall into the hands 
of dishonest or incompetent perso 
their enterprise will fail. :

Hans Burt, telephone operator at the 
Police Station, was granted an inter- 
locutory decree of divorce from Cora 
E. Burt in the Superior Court yester- 
day. Mrs. Burt was shown to have of- 
fended in various ways. 

Even after she had left her husband, 
according to. Burt's testimony, she had 
pestered him over the telephone, using 
language luridly emphatic, and sent 
wantonly tormenting letters to him. 

We were married in Ohio,“ began 
Burt, on the witness stand, “October 
31, 1900. The first difficulty we had was 
about Christmas time, 1904 I was 
working at night. For some time be- 
fore that I had had suspicions that 
some one else was coming to the house 
while I was at work, and I sent a de- 
tective to find out.” 

The repart of the detective had led 
to a quarré! and separation, and to the 
departure from Los Angeles of the 
other man. 

“When we had been separated about 
a month I told her I would forgive her 
if she would come back, and we lived 
together again, Burt went on. 

“In July, 1906, she told me the man 
had come back, and that she was go- 
ing with him, I told her she had bet- 
ter stay with me, that we were mar- 
ried and might as well live together. 
I told her I didn’t want her to leave, 
and that we'd fix things all right. 

“July 19, at 8 o'clock in the morning, 
after I'd been at work all night, I came 
home and found that she had cleared 
out and taken all her belongings. She

The ter, read into the record by 
counsel, ran: “I'm leaving you because 
I've been unhappy so long. I shall 
never say an unkind word about you. 
It is best that we part. If you would 
send me a little money it would be 
handy. Your unhappy wife, Carrie.“ 

Later letters were written in a dif- 
ferent vein. 

“She used to call me up and make

STIRS FATHER. 


OBJECTS TO METHODS IN VOGUE 
AT DETENTION HOME. 
Youth Who Turned in Many False 
Fire Alarms May Be Placed in Soli- 

tary Confinement Because of 
ent’s Request—Milk Ordinance Vio- 
lators Have Hearing. 


C. J. Kerr, No. 121 East Twenty- 
third street, caused a sensation yes- 
terdav in Justice Rose’s court, fol- 
lowing the conviction of his son, Wal- 
ter, ‘on a charge of having sent in 
false fire alarms.

The father varied the monotony 
of the usual court proceedings by his 
strenuous objection. 

Justice Rose considered the objec- 
tion of the father, and ordered the case 
of the lad referred to Probation Of- 
ficer Dodds. It is probable that the 
request of Kerr will be granted and 
a precedent will be established in De- 
tention Home methods.

EFFECT OF DUST MOTES IN AIR. 

The Mount Weather station promises 
to provide meteorological data of high- 
est importance. It is intended there to 
measure the absorption of the earth's 
atmosphere to find out exactly the 
quantity of sola energy that reaches 
the earth and the quantity absorbed by 
the air. 

The air is full of dust and it is in- 
tended to count the number of dust 
motes. As many as $0,000,000 of these 
motes have been counted in a cubic 
centimeter—about one-third of an inch. 
In theaters hospitals, etc., there are 
about 5,000,000 motes in the same space. 
These dust atoms are nearly all vege- 
table and are separate and distinct from 
germs, but Prof. Moore asserts that 
germs atta themselves to dust motes. 

“We have learned one important func- 
tion,” he continued. “It is this, if you 
were to eliminate dust motes from a 
room—if there were no dust in the air 
there-—-every person in it would be like | 
a star stuck in a black firmament.

“If there were no dust motes in the 
room each person would be visible, but 
the interval between would be inky 
black.

HANGES MADE 
BY ANIMALS. 


FORESTS SWEPT AWAY AND 
FIELDS MADE INTO DESERTS. 


— 
River Valleys Changed Into Swamps 
by Beavers—Destructive Work of 


Sheep and Prairie Dogs—Beneficia! 
Work Done by Ants and Worms. 


[vearson's Weekly:} In Newport 
River and Beaufort Harbor, on the 
coast of North Carolina, are a number 
of small islands. Some are mere sand 
banks, others are five to ten acres of 
sound green grass and palmetto scrub. 
It has been noticed for many years 
past that these islands are growing, 
almost as if they were coral reefs, 
and a geologist, Dr. Grave, has been 
investigating the cause. 

He finds that they are built entirely 
by. oysters. Ages ago, oysters settled 
on the mud banks. Young oysters 
must have clean ground to fasten upon. 
Therefore the spat settled on the outer 
edges of the colonies, where the tides 
and currents kept the mud from set- 
tling, and in this way the oyster reefs 
grew across the current. In course of 
time sand and soil covered up the suc- 
ceeding generations of oysters, and 
slowly the reefs grew till they poked 
their heads above water and became 
islands. 

So-called coral insects have, of 
course, done more to alter the surface 
of our planet than any other creatures. 

It is odd how little the average per- 
son knows about coral builders. As a 
matter of fact, there are scores of dif- 
ferent kinds of creatures which build 
coral reefs. Some are polyps, some 
madrepores, others sea-anemones, but 
all have one point in common. They 
every one take lime from the sea water 
for the purpose of building a bony base 
or skeleton, and it is this lime which, 
after the creatures themselves are 
dead, remains for fresh generations to 
grow upon. 

BUILDING FOR MILLIONS OF 

YEARS. 

They have been building for millions 
of years past, and over 1800 fossil kinds 
of coral builders have been classified. 

Some of their works are gigantic. 
Coral attolls run to ninety miles long, 
and as much as ten wide; while the 
Great Barrier reef along the Queens- 
land coast is no less than 1200 miles 
long, and in all its immense length has

IF THE WORM WERE ABSENT. 

One of the oddest of modern geo- 
logical mysteries is the discovery of 
gigantic beds of fossil fishes in Colo- 
rado. These cover nearly 800 square 
miles in the Green River district, and 
in some places the fossil fish Me 150 
feet thick. How the creatures got there 
in such masses is a complete puzzle, 
especially as the country where they 
are found is about 8000 feet above the 
present level of the sea. 

Apart from purely marine creatures, 
worms and ants have done and are do- 
ing more to alter the face of the dry 
land than any other living creatures. 

ose who have read “Darwin” know 

t there are on an average 53,000 
worms to the acre, and that these crea- 
tures raise ten tons of soil to the sur- 
face yearly. At this rate they change 
the whole top surface for a depth of 
three inches every fifteen years. If 
there were no worms the rain could 
— 8 clay soils, and so these 
would not be worn away as they are. 

Ants do not materially affect the 
lie of the land in temperate climates, 
but in the tropics... they completely 
change the surface; and termites, the 
so-called white ants, do an even vaster

EW YORK, Aug. 31.—James R. 
unbeaten two- 
a son of. the great 
* won the Futurity stakes at 
Sheepshead Bay today. He was 4 1 
to 3 favorite over the other seven en- 
tered. It was the smallest field that 
ever went to the post in a Futurity in 
the twenty years of the race, but this 
fact detracted little from the perform- 
ance. 


Knocked back at the start of the six- 
furlong dash and badly shut off just 
before the elbow of the chute was 
reached, Colin led his by two 
lengths at the finish and Diished a 
new record for the race of 1:11 1-5. 

By his victory Colin added $27,590 to 
the enormous sums won ‘this year by 
the horses of the Keene stables. Owing 
to the limited field the Futurity of to- 
day was the smallest ever contested 
for, amounting in roses to a fraction 
more than $35,000, against a high value 
of $77,000 in 1890.

the stable of Fred Barley. Bar None 
was second choice in the betting and 
ran a splendid race. He was under a 
drive all through the stretch, first in 
an effort to overhaul Chapultepec, the 
early pacemaker, and then in a vain 
en vor to head off Colin.

While conditions were unmistakably 
bad, the market took a sudden spurt 
and advanced 50 cents a box on some 
lines and the situation seems to have 
gained somewhat, though it e still in 
bad shape and losses are being made 
regularly. The overstocked condition 
is unchanged, and demand is restricted 
because of the cool weather, abnormal- 
ly cool many days. It is, altogether, 
the worst season for lemons in a long 
time, and the market shows the evil
